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Too Much Talk on Certain inex Will Dull 
Any Experience. 





SOME TALK THAT IS INJURIOUS. 





“Yes, there it isf I purchased | 
these knives and forks with a 
clear understanding and guar-| 
antee that they would not be-| 
come dull nor corrode. But now | 
see how dull they look and have| 
commenced to corrode already.” 

This is a common expression 
of house wives and those who 
attend to the affairs of kitchen 
and dining room. They always 
like to have their dishes clean 
and bright, and of course they 
want their knives and forks and 
spoons to stay bright to corre- 
spond with the linen and other 
things on the table. And it is a 
source of embarrassment to 
have the knives and forks and 
spoons dull and black. 

Whether these table necessi- 
ties are bright or not depends 
on three important things: First, 
the kind of material; second the 
usage; third the cleansing after 
being used. 

The material must be the 
kind that is bright. It is often 
the case that the material is of 
a dark substance and only pol- 
ished or washed over with some- 
thing that makes it bright while 
new, but it will not stand the 
wear. In only a few weeks of 
use the outside element wears 
off and then the real material 
of which they are made comes 
to the surface. If this is the case 
all the scouring and rubbing 
that the disappointed house- 
will never bring 
baek the original bright appear- 
ances 

If the original bright appear- 
ance is to be maintained the ma- 
terial must be the same beneath 
the surface that it ison the out- 
side. In other words, the ma- 
terial must be of that nature 
that will not require any kind of 
a.wash or outside polish to 
make it bright. The material 
must be the same, so that: if 
there is any wear the same 
Brightness will prevail beneath 
the surface that is on the out- 
side. 

But even when this condition 
eyists much depends on the us- 
age. Certain kinds of substance 
will affect another certain kind 
of substance. Certain chemicals 
applied to certain material will 





acids in certain kinds of fruit 
will ‘cause certain kinds of metal 
spoons to tarnish or turn dark. 
The same is true of other food 
stuff and other materials. 


Much also depends on the 
cleansing after being used. 


These bright knives might _be 
used in some substance that 
would cause a dark substance 
to form on the surface and 
look bad _ besides 
covering up the bright surface. 
By the use of. certain prepara- 
tions and hard rubbing all of 
this black dirty appearance can 
be removed, and the same origi- 
nal brightness appear again. 
That same brightness was there 
all the while, but the dark sub- 
stance had formed on the sur- 
face. Remove this and the 
knives are as_bright as ever. 


I presume almost every one 
can readily see the comparison, 
but to make it plain it may be 
well to make the- application. 
First, it is necessary for me to 
get a real genuine experience— 
one that is possessed of the 
same kind of metal all the way 
through. Surface religion is not 
satisfactory, it will not iast long. 
Such an experience is almost no 
experience and will soon fade 
and tarnish. But that is the 
“stony ground” experience that 
Jesus used to illustrate the dif- 
ferent experiences. The seed 
(the Word of God) is good, it 
germinates, and starts all right, 
but it is only surface soil. Will 
not do to depend upon. When 
trouble comes it corrodes, turns 





black,and finally is lost entirely. 

If an experience is only on the 
surface, and has no depth, when 
the outside. wash is off, then all 
the cleaning, and rubbing, and 
scouring that can be done will 
not brighten it. The more you 
rub and scour the deeper you 


get into the material that never | 


was bright. And this helps to 
explain why it is often harder 
to do any thing for people who 
have had an experience than 
those who have never had any- 
thing. Iam afraid a large major- 
ity of the nominal Christians 
are of this class. I am afraid the 
surface experience they once 
had has rubbed off.and now 
with all the rubbing and scour- 
ing that the Gospel does they 
remain the same. The Gospel 
doesn’t brighten them up any 
more. 


Now, we will suppose the ex- 
perience is genuine. The same 
metal all the way through that 
appears on the surface. This 
would be the kind Jesus repre- 
sents by the seed falling in good 
ground, and producing a good 
crop. Much depends on the us- 
age about whether the  experi- 
ence will be kept bright or not. 
There are certain influences or 
environments that will have an 
effect’on a good experience. 
Then in order to keep the ex- 
perience bright it is necessary 
to abstain from even ‘the ap- 
pearance of evil. Too much talk 
on certain lines will dull any ex- 
‘perience and cause it to rust or 
corrode, C0 


Some people remind me of 
the words of Solomon. This 
Wise man said, “A fool uttereth 
all his mind.” And some people 
seem to tell about everything 
that comes to their minds and 
then wonder why they are not 
as happy as they once were. 
The truth of it is they have 
talked too much. It has caused 
their experience to turn dark 
and has beclouded their skies. 
Such as this can be done very 
easily and unexpectedly. Many 
have talked and talked and then 
felt bad and tried to mend up by 
talking and trying go apologize, 
and the more they talked the 
worse they felt, and probably 
never got the bad feeling put 
away for a week. 

The social relation is another 
feature to be guarded. One may 
have a first class experience and 
tarnish it by associating with 
evil associates. This is one of 
the principal ways to cause oneS 
experience to rust and corrode. 
Better have no companions at 
all than to have those that will 
“eat like a canker’ and darken 
your experience. It is more 
necessary to keep your experi- 
ence bright than to have as- 
sociates, and yet I do not mean 
to deprive any one of associates 
if they can have the right kind, 
but I insist that one is better off 
without any special associates 
than to have the wrong kind. 

Have in mind a certain young 
woman. Plenty of evidence that 
she met the conditions and God 
gave her a real genuine experi- 
ence—one of those that well 
compared to the good ground. 
There was no outside polish put 
on the outside to make it shine 
on top of an unchanged heart. 
She had the true blue. After a 
while she became acquainted 
with a certain young man and 
they became very intimate. She 
was warned by those who knew 
the danger, but she refused. to 
take the advice. Time went on 
until the young lady suddeniy 
awakened to the fact that her 
good experience was gone. In 
vain she tried to brighten it up 
and still continue her intimacy 
with the young man. But when 
she finally became desperate 
about her condition she promis- 
ed the Lord she would give him 
up. Then the bord took.the tar- 
nish off, removed the durk 
clouds from the sky of her ex-

perience and let the same beau- 
tiful sunlight shine in again as 
in days of yore. 

For some time she was. very 
happy. She began to preach and 
gave evidence of being a suc- 
cessful preacher and _ soul-win- 
ner. Many were the words of 
encouragement given her by her 
friends in the church. But later 
on the young-man sought to 
renew their former acquaint- 
ance and friendship. She gave 
the ‘matter considerable thought 
but finally, against the advice of 
her Christian parents and many 
, friends, she accepted him into 
‘her association again. The re- 
)sult of this step was her down- 
fall. She finally married him and 
settled down into a secluded life. 
She had no testimony. She was 
in the dark all the time. The 
last word I heard from her was 
she was a “miserable wretch.” 


While too much talk on cer- 
tain lines will dull any experi- 
ence, such deliberate decisions 
as the above against the advice 
of Christian parents and friends 
will blight the life of the bright- 
est jewel. There was a_ bright 
shining jewel ruined forever by 
coming in personal contact 
with a vile chemcial that will 
affect even the genuine. The 
canker had eaten so deeply, and 
sent its poison roots in every 
direction, sapping the very life 
out of her until no rubbing, 
scouring or polishing process of 
the Gospel could ever reach her 
case. 


This ought to be a warning 
to every person, young and old. 
In my mind I see that woman 
yet sitting in that chair with a 
baby leaning on her breast with 
a look of despair as she utter- 
ed those words, “miserable 
wretch.” She had once been 
prominent in the church work, 
lived in a comfortable home 
with her parents, but now she is 
reduced to poverty with all her 
aspirations gone, and_ scarcely 
any hope of redemption from 
her miserable condition. If her 
soul could be saved at all after 
making her own decision as she 
did, the only hope would be as 
expressed by one of old, “by the 
skin of the teeth,” or as one of 
later times who said, “‘saved * * 
* as by fire.” 

The third experience referr- 
ed to is the cleansing after being 
used. It is true that one may 
have a beautiful and bright ex- 
perience, and , on account of 
misfortunes, or a force of cir- 
cumstances, be thrown into 
places or among associates that 
were anything else but agree- 
able to a Christian. One might 
be used in such places and at 
the same time become contam- 
inated to an extent, and the 
only thing needed is a good 
scouring by the Gospel. Many 





have had this experience and 
came out all right. In fact, un- 
derneath the surface was the 


same brightness.that shined out 
so be®utifully in the. beginning. 
The material was always pure 
and good, but the surface had 
been duiled, not by intentional 
disobedience, but by surround- 
ings over which the person had 
no control. 

But this mesage is given with 
a hope to encourage every one 
to keep your experience bright. 
Be sure you are saved every 
minute.Be sure the experience of 
sanctification is keptina blaze 
tby a continual application of the 
blood of Jesus in answer to 
prayer, obedience, and faith. Be 
sure the Holy Ghost abides, and 
never be satisfied without 
He witnesses occasionally by 
speaking through you in other 
tongues. Keep up the fire. Do 
not allow anything put upon it 
that would smother it or 
cause it to smoke. Keep it 
burning brightly—that love, 
that wonderful love of God. We 
want the experience kept so hot 
there will be no smoke. Let it 
be so bright that it will dazzle 
the eyes as they iook upon you 
with amazement and wonder. 


How can you do this? By 





constant service to Him. At- 
tend regularly the services for 
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| worship. Keep up your family 
| prayers. Have your secret pray- 
| ers as well as to pray openly 
‘in the family devotions and the 
services for worship. Always be} 
ready with your testimony. You! 
may not always testify when it 
is in order to testify, you may 
need to remain quiet occasion- 
ally to give others a _ chance, 
but always have a testimony on 
hands. Yield yourself to the! 
Holy Ghost in perfect abandon-! 
iment. Let Him quicken your 
| body. Let Him have your feet in 
the dance. Let Him have your 
tongue in song or in other 
tongues. Let Him jerk your body 
if He wants to. Obey His sweet 
still voice as He speaks within 
in unmistakable words. 

Now I wish to say a little 
more about some talk that is 
injurious. [knew aman a few 
years ago who complained he 
was not getting along very well 
religiously. He was very faith- 
ful in his attendance of the pub- 
lic services. He prayed in his 
home, asked the blessing at the 
table, paid his tithes, and to one 
looking on he seemed to be get- 
ting along good. But in a con- 
fidential talk I learned he was 





not as spiritual as he knew he 
should be. He had become 
slightly tarnished in his ex- 


perience. It was not as_ bright 
as it had been. When the truth 
was revealed he had had some 
talk that was injurious to his 
experience. Thus he became 
dull and his spiritual: sky was 
somewhat clouded. 


Whether this brother got out 
of his beclouded condition or 
not I will not say, but I know 
some kinds of talk thatis very 
injurious according to the Word 
of God. Solomon says that “he 
that uttereth a slander is a 
fool,’ and Iam very sure such 
a person as this cannot have a 
bright experience. The Psalmist 
indicates that one that back- 
bites will not get along very 
well, and also that one should 
not take up a reproach against 
a neighbor and circulate it. 
These two things will surely 
bring dullness to any experi- 
ence. 

What is a reproach? To cen- 
sure severely; severe blame 
mingled with contempt; object 
of scorn; shame or disgrace. 
Well, what if a person is an ob- 


ject of scorn? what if he has 
fallen into disgrace? what if 


some one has censured him 
severely, whether he is guilty or 
not guilty, you should not take 
it up and tell some _ body else 
all about it. If you do you will 
dull your experience. If you 
want to keep your experience 
bright let such tales die with 
you if they are told you. Never 
pass them on. If | anything 
should be said at all take such 
things to those in authority to 
have the matter investigated and 
rectified. Never talk such things 
‘ust to be talking. It will hurt 
you sure. 


Too much talk about as little 
a thing as dress and fashions 
will cause a dull feeling to creep 
over you if nothing worse. Peo- 
ple may sometimes need some 
teaching about how they should 
dress, but you may not be the 
proper person to do the teach- 
ing, and if you are not you will 
keep a brighter experience to 
let it alone. 


No doubt there are some ex- 
tremes about dressing — that 
should be avoided. It is a mis- 
take for people to get in their 
minds that they should drass 
uncomely and slouchy, or pride 
themselves in their plainness of 
dress. It is equally as bad for a 
pers6n to go to the extreme 
on the other side and go to too 
much expense and reach the 
plain of dress that Paul calls 
immodest apparel and pearls, 
and gold and costly array. But 
too much talk and criticism of 
either extreme will corrode ones 
experience and becloud his 
spiritual skies till it will some- 
times take a good deal of Gos- 
pel scouring and a manifesta- 
tion of the grace of love to get 
the experience polished and 
brightened up again. 


Keep your experience bright, 
is our subject and I am trying 
to tell you cf thines that will

This interest will have to grow, 
however, with the added ex- 
pense or we will fall into em- 
barrassment, but we believe 
better things of God and the 
people, too, than for us to be 
overloaded and embarrassed. 


But it will take more than 
an Aliditorium that will have a 
seating capacity of five thou- 
sand to take care of two or 
three thousand people for five 
or six days. There must be pro- 
visions made for shelter and 
sleeping as well as eating. One 
of the plans suggested is_ to 
erect an apartment building. 
The size and conveniences will 
largely depend upon the funds 
that are provided for the pur- 
pose. 

If you are interested in this 
venture come on with me and 
let me take you into my con- 
fidence. Those who are not in-

terested had just as well stop 
reading here and give their at- 
tention to other matters of in- 
terest in other parts of the pa- 
per. But ’'m sure many are 
interested, because they want 
to attend the Assembly with 
the least possible expense and 
at the same time be comfort- 
ably situated so they will not 
take colds or unduly expose 
themselves. 

_Well, it is just this: we want 
to build an apartment house 
for use at the Assembly to ac- 
commodate individuals, fam- 
ilies, and churches, and we 
might add, states. We want to 
build one for the colored as 
well as one for the whites. 

An apartment house! Yes, 
that is it, and we want those 
who want apartments to furnish 
the money for the cost of their 
apartment. The cost of one 
room will not be very great, 
although it will be necessary 
to erect good substantial build- 
ings. By building them tegether 
it will not cost as much as 
for a complete house or cot- 
tage. One roof will cover many 
rooms. One wall will enclose 
many apartments. 

One person can pay for one 
room or more. A _ family or 
church can take the — responsi- 
bility of paying for a suit of 
rooms. And a state can if they 
wish, go in together and put up 
a whole building and name it 
by the name of their state. As 
I write I become more enthus- 
ed about the plan. 


We have not yet estimated 
the cost of a room because we 
have not yet obtained the gen- 
eral sentiment of the people, 
but the cost will be about doub- 
ble to what it would have been 
two or three years ago. But 
the cost is not to be considered 
so much now in these last days, 
it is getting things done. We 
are preparing for the coming 
of the Lord by publishing the 
gospel every Where, and it takes 
the Assembly and the wonder- 
ful blessings received there to 
make this possible and hasten 
it on. ail | 

If this plan meets with the 
approval of the people we will 
make the plans, estimate the 
cost and hasten on the work as 
fast as the money comes in. I 
fully believe this is the plan. 
One person can put in enough 
to pay for a room and have the 
room all to himself, or he ard 
his wife. One person can put in 
enough to pay for a suit of 
rooms and have them for his 
family and frelatives. And each 
person or family can furnish 
their rooms or apartments and 
do light house keeping, be at 
home and attend the great As- 
sembly. 

If this plan becomes popular 
the contracts and leases will all 
be prepared, the cost estimated 
and work commenced at once. 
Remember we must hurry to 
get everything ready by next 
November. 


Now if you are interested in 
this kind of preparation for the 
next Assembly let me hear from 
you in short order. Remember 
an investment of a few hundred 
dollars will prepare. for your 
comfort at the Assembly, and 
midsummer ‘World-wide Camp 
Meeting” that is to be institu- 
ted as soon as suitable and sat- 
isfactory ‘preparations can be 
made. 

Now you have read _ this 
through this far. I advise that 
you go back and read it over 
again, take it to the Lord in 
prayer, think it over carefully 
and prayerfully for a day or 
two and then write me what 
you think of it. If it seems fav- 
orable to you tell me if you will 
want a room or a suit of rooms 
for your family. Let the offi- 
cials and members of the
